MUCH DAMAGE 
FROM STORM 


Big Wind Plays Havoc In 
Western Kentucky. 


Develops Into Cyclone 
In Christian County. 


Unroofs Barns and Dwell¬ 
ings by Hundreds. 


FEW FATALITIES REPORTED. 


Hopkinsville, Ky„ April W 8 p«flW J- 
Report* from the country districts show 
that the cyclone which swept Christian 
county wrought damage aggregating !£>.- 
000 , and the losses will probably reach a 
much higher figure. Fifty barns, stabU-s, 
meat houses and small buildings were 
wrecked, numerous structures were un 
roofed, orchards were ruined, and one 
man was fetally Injured, while several 
persons were more or less seriously hurt 
• • • 

Traveled In Wide Path. 


The storm traveled In a wide path from 
southwest to northeast and with ocean¬ 
like waves that swooped down on com¬ 
munities and farms and twisted small 
buildings from their foundations. A heavy 
rain accompanied the wind. Three miles 
from the city John and Andrew glvcly, 
young farmers, and Jim Holmes and 
8 torer Gray, colored laborers, seeking 
refuge from the storm, drove their wagon 
Into Mrs. Lou V. Adams* farm. Just as 
they Jumped from the wagmi, a large 
bam was smashso by the wind and they 
were knocked down by flying fragments. 
A portion of the roof crushed John g|vely. 
He has never ieco\er».d consciousness and 
physicians say he will die. All of the 
other men were badly hurt.

Caught Under Falling Barn. 

At Cerulean Springs, Otho Cornelius 
and his little daughter were caught under 
a falling Lorn. His shoulder was broken 
and he received other severe injuries. The 
child was also painfully hurt.

AGED MAN KILLED. 

Victim of Cyclone That Did Great 
Damage In Calloway County. 

Paducah. Ky., April 7.—lSpectal J—To¬ 
bacco barn* through a strip five miles 
wide In Eastern Call »way county wen- 
blown down and their contents strewn 
over th*» lountry by a cyclone which Vis- 
Led that section yesterday afternoon. 
Jssluh Ihiltanc*. 84 years oM, was killed 
and hi* sister, who Is »4 year* old. k* suf- 
f» ring fiom the shock. The section visa¬ 
ed centers about Cherry, halfway between 
Murray and the Tennessee River 

Mr. Ballance was crossing the op©n 
hallway from one stdo of hi* double Iok 
house to the other when the wind struck. 
He was swept from the hall Into the 
barnyard, where he waa pounded by fly¬ 
ing logs from his stable. 

Mr. Ballance was u sharpshooter In the 
Confederate army, and Is said to have- 
kept a record of the men he kiled and th., 
circumstances!

Bar¬ 
bour McKIrnth. salesman for Covington 
Bros., of Paducah, was approaching 
Cherry in a buggy when he observed the 
cyc4nne Tho driver urged tho horse, but 
It was too late. Mr. McElrath jumped 
out and ran for shelter, losing his coat. 
He has not found the garment since, as 
the wind cat tied It away. The buggy 
and hr»r»e were bowled over, and the 
driver, was severely hurt. 

MANY WIRES PROSTRATED. 

Several Persons Sustain Minor In¬ 
juries During High Gale. 

Chicago, April T.—Wires cast of Chicago 
as far as Pittsburg went down rapidly in 
to-day's gale, according to the telegtaph 
companies. Wheeling. W. Va., leported 
every wire dcwn east of that point. Of 
ih© numerous leased wire* running eaa*. 
of Chicago, but one waa working this aft¬ 
ernoon, and conditions were said to be 
growing worse. 

In this city several persons received 
minor injuries from toppling fences and 
loosened signboards. Scores of plate- 
glass window* wer© broken. 

Bv far the most freakish whim of the 
storm wa* to give a perilous tide to Sam¬ 
uel Holland, an elevated railroad con¬ 
ductor Holland was seated on the run¬ 
way of a box car on the Metropolitan ele¬ 
vated road, when the roof waa lifted up 
by the gab*. It maintained a horizontal 
position. atrl Holland went whirling away 
like a tly on a piece of cardbomu. He fell 
over a hundred feet from the starting 
place, none the worse for his experience 
The roof settled to the ground with com¬ 
parative steadiness, considering Its 
w eight. 

Friends among the train crew Insisted 
tbnt the conductor must be Internally In¬ 
jured and took hltn to a phvaittun, but 
the latter confirmed Holland's statement 
that he waa unhurt. 

TWENTY PERSONS HURT. 

Cyclone Sweeps Over W a bosh Leav¬ 
ing Wreckage In Wake. 

Wabash, Ind.. April 7.—The only cyclone 
Wabash ha* known In twenty-five years 
hit here lost night, injuring a score of 
people and doing thousands of dollaia 
worth of damage. The storm struck the 
city at 8 o'clock, passing through the 
northwestern *©*:tlo»i of town.

Frankforto Ky., April 7 .—{Special.]—A 
Jury In the Franklin Circuit Court this 
afternoon found G. W. Rowland guilty of 
embezzlement and fixed hie punishment at 
on© year In the penitentiary. If he doe# 
not get a new trial Rowland will go to 
th© prison where he once was a trusted 
employe as on® of the prisoner*. 

Rowland's defense waa that the money 
which was taken from th© convicts was 
not don© without th© knowledge and con¬ 
sent of th© men who owned th© money. 
Rowland wa* treasurer for th© convicts 
ami kept their fund*. He took $!.«.>. ex¬ 
pecting to pay It buck. Much sympathy 
is felt here for Rowland, as it Is behaved 
that he did not intend to steal the money. 
An appeal from the verdict will b© taken. 
Several of th© Jurors wanted to give Row¬ 
land a year In Jail, but they were over¬ 
ridden. 

It was brought out during the trial that 
Acting Gov. Cox'* platl fo pardon a num¬ 
ber of th® aged and attl^ted convicts who 
had good record* was responsible for the 
ortngmg to light of Rowland's Juggling 
with the fund. 

Prisoner Commissioner Ell H. Brown, 
who w*a the first witness put on the 
stand by th© Commonwealth, testified 
that Rowland had come to his home nnu 
oonfesecd his shortage. He said that 
Rowland had told him that h© had heard 
or read that Oov. Cox was going to par¬ 
don a largo number of'frrlsorvon#. and ad¬ 
mitted that If this was done h* would b© 
nnabl© to give thsrti the money which 
they had on deposit w*lth him as rl©rk. 
U is customary when prisoners are 
brought to th© penitentiary to tak© all 
of th©lr money away from them and de¬ 
posit It to their credit with th© clerk, 
who then keeps an account with them, 
on the order of a bank. 

Mr. Brown said that Rowland told him 
that *on»e of the men who would b© par¬ 
doned In the bunch by Gov. Coox had 
small sums to their credit and some had 
large sum*, and that If they were all let 
out together he did not have sufficient 
money on hand to pnv them what wns 
belonging to them, and which would have 
to be turned over to them when they were 
released from the penitentiary. 

Row land then told Mr. Brow n, so the 
latter testified, that he had paid nbout 
f 2£0 In debt* which he had owed In Oyn- 
thtann when he left there to take the 
position of clerk at the prison, out of the 
prisoners fund He sold that these old 
debts had been put In the hands of a local 
attorney w*ho hod threatened to report 
him to the Prison Commission as not pav¬ 
ing his debts unless he paid them. He 
feared that ha would l©**** hi* Job. so took 
enough mon©v out of the prisoners' fund 
to make them good. Intending to replace 
It out of Ills salary of $100 per month as 
clerk. 

About that time Rowland r©f#lved wont, 
so he told Brown, the latter testified, that 
h»s brother had taken very ill at Boston 
and n dangerous surgical operation had 
to be performed to *av© hi* Ilf®. Mis 
brother had lost his position on account 
of the hard times, so he told Brown, and 
hnd mo money. A* he believed It was n 
case of life or death he sent his brother 
money at several times jo pay for th© 
proper medical attention, still intending 
to repay It to the fund. 

The report that Gov. Cox wn* going to 
turn loose a batch of the convicts, how¬ 
ever. had reached him and he confcs«ed 
his transactions to Commissioner Brown. 
Mr. Brown said that an. examination of 
Rowland's books was immediately mad© 
und the shortage ascertained to be about 
Sl.#y\ though Rowland at first did not 
think it would be over $&!» or'PW) Mr. 
Brown said that the American Surety 
Company, which had furnished the bond 
for Rowland, had Immediately made the 
sum good. 

Warden E. F.. Mudd. of the penltentiarv, 
and Secretary W. F. Grayot. of the Prison 
Commission, testified ns to the examina¬ 
tion of Rowland's books.

Many Firms Take Over Tobacco Re¬ 
fused By Louisville Concern— 
Other Matters Adjusted. 


Cincinnati, April 7.—At the conclusion 
of the second and final session late to¬ 
day It was announced that all martcra 
which resulted In the call for the inerting 
here of Independent manufacturers of to¬ 
bacco and the executive officers of the 
Kentucky Burley Association regarding 
the pooled crop of Burley tobacco had 
been disposed of amicably to all parties 
concerned. 

The 10 per cent, of the crop which th© 
Burley aesodntton ©till had on hand os 
th© result of the failure of * Louisville 
firm to take up Its purchase It was an¬ 
nounced had been taken over by these 
6 rmi John J Bagley ft Co.. Detroit; 
Laru* Bros. Richmond. Va.; Lovell, Buf¬ 
fington ft Co.. Covington. Ky ; fcj. O. Esh- 
elby Company. Covington. I’ntfcvl State* 
Tobacco Company. Richmond, and Peo¬ 
ple's Tobacco Company. New Orleans. 

With the final putting through of this 
deal, representing $386,000. It was stated 
that, there l* now no Burley tobacco to 
go upon the market 

An important action of the meeting of 
the Burley association committee and the 
Independent manufacturers was th** ap¬ 
pointment by the latter of an exchange 
committee to be composed of E. C. 
Frank©. Louisville, and E. TV. Lowden. 
of Cincinnati, with W. L. Pelty. of I^rx- 
tngton. Ky.. as advisor. This committee 
Is to act as a sort of clearing-house be¬ 
tween the manufacturer* ami also be¬ 
tween them and the growers. 

An effort* was made at the meeting of 
the Independent manufacturer* held apart 
from the Burley association to-day to pool 
tli© tobsroo now In their hand*, but the 
propositioii was rejected- 


In closing hi* brilliant argument Mr.

Chief Tyson and Callahan tvere taken 
to the city hospital In a coupe and th* 
police ambulance took Shapiro to the In¬ 
stitution. At th© hospital It was found 
that the chief had sustained deep cut* 
over the right eye snd on the right check. 
His left hand was nearly severed at the 
wrist snd three lingers were crushed. The 
artery and tendons in the wrist were cut 
and It was necessary to take several 
stitches in dressing It. The right hann 
was badly cut on the back and two fin¬ 
gers were cur to the bone. Callahan was 
bruised about the body, but he did not 
require medical attention ThW Shapiro 
boy waa severely bruised about the body 
and there may b© a slight fracture of the 
skull, although the boy was not uncon- 
acious. 

The chief was superintending the work 
on the fir© at the residue- of Mrs. Jen¬ 
nie tflmms. 123 West Chestnut, when the 
alarm was turned In from Fourth avenue 
and Main street. As this Is In the heart 
of the bustn<lt< dlntrlct and a bad location 
for a fire. Cttief Tyson placed Assistant 
Chief Frank Haagcr In charge at the Sec¬ 
ond and Cheetmit-street fire and with all 
speed made for the point whence the sec- 
ond aUrm had come. 

Going In Third avenue at the rate of 
perhaps thirty-five miles an hour, with 
bell clanging, the flying machine renched 
Third avenue and Market street and 
swung out far to the right to make the 
turn Into Market street. At this point the 
spt'ed was reduced to about twenty-five 
miles an hour. As the car got to the 
south side of the cross street, Eax* 
Market street car No. 815. In charge of 
tlarrv Caburen. materstmn. and Walter 
Wgrd. conductor, crcsfed tb© street.

Not 
thinking of himself first. L'iilef Tyson 
limped-OV«C to the Si«splro boy. who was 
lying In the street unconscious. He gave 
directions to there who crowded about 
and the boy was carried to the sidewalk.

In fact, not hurt about 
the body beyond slight bruises in the nb- 
dom»*n. caused by ino Impact of his body 
agnlnst the steering wheel when the auto¬ 
mobile struck Callahan Insisted that he 
was not hurt and would undergo no ex¬ 
amination. He merely rubbed some oint¬ 
ment on hla face, which had been skinned 
somewhat. Later he became very stiff 
and by midnight was unu.bl© to us© his 
right arm. 

White the attendants were dressing the 
wounds Chief Tvaon had sustained. 
Shuplro was brought into the public dln- 
penanry. and a few minutes laior taken 
up to th© operating room The boy was 
stripped and the physic Ians carefully 
went over his body to learn whether h© 
had received any severe Injuries. The 
young man was l*tdly bruised and 
groaned repeatedly while he wn© being 
rubbed and mauled The ward chief, Dr. 
H. B. Davis, stated that Shapiro probably 
wws not badly hurt, but that he might 
develop a fracture of the skull within the 
next twenty-four hours.

Mrs. I'yaon was notified of the accident 
to her husband and before he left the 
hospital she rushed breathlessly up the 
steps from her carriage.'and, upon seeing 
the chief coming downstairs from the sur¬ 
gical ward, threatened to weep for Joy 
and In relief. 

Concerning tho accident. Chief Tyson 
said: 

"1 was around at the fire at Second and 
Chestnut streets, when th«- alarm came In 
from Fourth and Main As that ts a 'hnd' 
district I calculated that the sooner I got 
on th© job the better K would lw all 
around. Placing my assistant, Frank 
Hunger, in charge of the men 1 took Cal- 
luhan and started for the second fire.

PHILIPPINE SECTION 

Of Tariff Bill Will Be Attacked By 
Democratic Senator*. 

Washington, April T.~OppositIon to tho 
provision of the Payne tariff bill amend¬ 
ing the act to provide revenues for the 

Philippine Islands ltt* become general on 
the part of the Democratic Senators and 
attacks upon tt are anticipated by the 
Senate Committee on Fluance. On that 
account this section Las been laid aside 
to ba considered by tl>* full committee. 

Senator Stone, of Missouri, Intends to 
strike out of the Payne bill section five, 
providing for free trade with the Philip¬ 
pine Island? with certain limitations upon 
the amount of sugar and tobacco that 
may be Imported In any one year. The 
Stone amendment will provide that the 
United States must define Us policies with 
reference to the Philippines and fix a 
limitation, not more than fifteen year* 
hence, upon the control of the Island*. 
H provlth-s that the United Slats* then 
shall withdraw and deliver over the reins 
of government to the Filipinos Under 
the amendment, this Government would 
be required to make treaties to secure 
tu Independence und neutralisation of 
the Islands. 

A further provision is made that all 
products grown In the Philippines shall 
be entitled to free entry*, and in return 
all agricultural machinery and tmpfe- 
ments. cotton and m:*nufact urns thereof, 
books and publications, machinery of ail 
kinds needed In the manufacturing of 
Philippine goods and other article* which 
are wholly the product of tt>© United 
States shall be entitled to free entry to 
the Philippine*. 

The Stone amendment Is to beromo 
operative when It has been approved by 
the Philippine Assembly.

Ways and Means Committee Agrees 
On Important Amendments. 

Washington. April 7.—The Waya and 
Means Committee to-day agreed to *ev- 
eral Important amendment a to the Psvne 
tariff MU The duty on crude cocoa was 
reduced from * cents to 3 cents a pound. 
Barytes.was raised from 76 cents to 6160 
a ton. 

Paragraph 427. relating to toys, was 
stricken out and a new one Inserted ex¬ 
cepting toys of rubber and porcelain, 
which are taxed at 55 per cent, ad »\il »- 
rem. and providing that only those arti¬ 
cles should be toxed as toys which axe 
manufactured as playthings for children 

Paragraph 32S was changed so a* to tax 
tire fabrics or fabrics used for pneumatic 
tires nt 45 per cent, ad valorem. This 
mean to tax long staple cotton u*^d In 
the fabric. 

The steel and iron schedules, steel In¬ 
gots. blooms and slabs were reduced :r.cn 
1 cent to 6-10 of a cent and from 4-JO to 
$-J 0 of a cent a pound. The ad valorem 
duty on boiler and plate Iron or stevl wa* 
stricken out. Some of them were made 
specific and others were slightly reduced. 

The paragraph of the Dingle; law pro¬ 
viding a duty of 50 per cent ad valorem 
on silk bandings, which bad been .’on*n|. 
idated In the paragraph of the Payne bill 
which provide? a duty of CO per cent, on 
laces, was restored 

The drawback feature of the hill was so 
amended as to provide that grain must be 
manufactured at the same place where 
the Imported grain Is milted and within 
twelve months. This provision Is Intend¬ 
ed to guard against speculation In grain 
by providing that the grain Intended for 
drawback purposes can only be manufac¬ 
tured subsequent tn the importation 
against which It Is to be checked. 


Washington. April 7.—(Special.] — 
Through the recent speech in the House 
of Representative Stanley, of Kentucky, 
and Influence with leaders on tho Repub¬ 
lican side, including members of IM* 
Ways and Means Committee, there is nn 
excellent chance to~nIght tbst the biU for 
tho relief of tobacco groweis will be en¬ 
grafted upon the Payne tariff bill before 
final passage bn Friday. 

The orlglnul bill ivported Anally from 
the Ways and Means Committee In Urn 
form of an amendment, or s *me amend¬ 
ment embracing practically the same re¬ 
lief. will probably at Mr. Stanley s sug¬ 
gestion be offered by a Kepubdcan. and 
Mr. Stanley believes that It can \*4 adopt¬ 
ed. For six years Mr. Stanley has con¬ 
tinued his efforts to secure tho repeal 
the six cents Lax upon tobacco, one of 
tho first bills introduced by him In the 
Fifty-eighth Congress provided for the 
repeal of this tax. 

Up to the time Mr. Stanley came to 
Congress, no measure embodying this re¬ 
lief had ever been favorably repotted by 
the Committee on Ways and Means, or 
hud ever pastM-d the House of Representa¬ 
tives. 

Mr. Yerkes, the then Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, was s<* favorably Im¬ 
pressed with Mr. Stanley's bill that J»e 
i t-comiru r ded It to the suo-commlttee of 
the Ways and Means Committee, to 
Whom tills measure was referred. Mr 
FalKoll finally reported a bill containing 
practically the ptovllloftt (MUMlId Iff 
Mr. Stanley. This bill passed the House 
three times, but was killed in the Senate 
During the course of the debate on the 
Payne bill. Mr. Stanley "laid” for the 
members of tho Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee on the Republican side, and would 
ask each man what valid reason he could 
give why the six-rents tax upon leaf t*»- 
hr. cm ro should not bo repealed. The moin- 
Ixrs of the commute# answered him 
evasively. Representative Calderhend. of 
Kansas, was Inveigled into a discussion 
on this tax. He was under the impression 
that It was an Import and not an excise 
duty. It did not tax# long to convince 
the Kai *aa statesman of his error. 

After his colloquy with Mr. Calderhvad 
It was not possible that any other mend 
of the Payno bill woujd take up the 
cudgels In favor of this tobacco tax. 

lie called upon those In charge of the 
bill to either defend the tux for repeal It. 
boldly charging tl at it w.ut kept there 
at the Inrtance of the Tobacco Trust, and 
the trust alone; that it was a case of 
Duke against the people, and they must 
take their stand with one or the other. 

At the conclusion of his speech. McCall, 
of Massac htiwun, representing the Har¬ 
vard district, and one of tho ablest, most 
scholarly and certainly one of the most 
Indrp’udcni members of the Ways ami 
Meffns Committee, c«m« to Mr. Stanley 
and said: "You are right and I am with 
you. Prepare your amendment, submit It 
to me and we will see what can be done.** 

"Mr. Stanley lost no Mats preparing his 
amendment. After hi* argument with Mr. 
Stanley. Mr. C’alderhead was thoroughly 
convinced of the error of his position and 
at the conclusion of their argument ho 
had a long Interview* with Mr Stanley In 
which he Investigated the tvhole matter 
and became thoroughly convinced that 
tin* measure which ho had lately opposed 
was eminently Just.

Beyond that he ex¬ 
pects to draw at least his share of the ab¬ 
sentees or nOnvolers. The free lumber 
people think they made an excellent 
ahowing on the first t«*st. considering that 
It was not a record vote They are In fact 
confident that they know* Just where the 
needed gn'lns may be picked up. 

“If we win on Friday.” *ald a Repre¬ 
sentative of the free lumber Interest, ‘it 
will menu that the Senate will probably 
not dare entirely to Ignore the demand for 
cheaper lumber. If we lose in the House 
and tho duty Is left gf $1 on rough lum¬ 
ber. the. Senate will fbel perfectly free to 
raise It back to 11.50, or way be evi n to 
the $2 that the* present law prescribes. 
But if we carry the House far free lum¬ 
ber. the Senators will hardly do more 
than lift us to the $1 now fixed by the 
Payne bill. So we will be fighting for 
half the loaf.”

It Is claimed by Pete Campbell, of ihe 
plumbers' union, that th* followfing atq 
also out of the central body. Plate 
niolders, machine molders, be lie t m«wk?ns* 
helpers, bricklayers, cement workers, 
granite cutters, electrical linemen, two 
machinists’ locals and the hodcarrlers and 
building laborers, colored. 

While th* seceder* admit that It will 
b* Impossible for them to secure a char¬ 
ter from th* American Federation of 
Labor, they aoeert tliat It would be fool¬ 
ish for them to go back into th# I«ouls- 
ville Federation of I^ibor. They Inalst 
that they cannot secure fair play, and 
claim that they are not going to affiliate 
with the central body. 

Th* meeting to-night is for the pur¬ 
pose of formulating the t>*st plan of 
rutlun. Representativap of mrii of Tn. 
seceding unions will report back to their 
unions the result of the conference, and 
endeavor to scour* the consent of their 
union to aid In forming an Independent 
organisation.

The ooard was ao pleased 
with the arguments made by the citizens 
from Christian county that they reduced 
the ssseesments In that county greatly 
Members of ti.e board said that the argu¬ 
ments made by the Christian county rep¬ 
resentatives were the beet that had been 
heard this year. The following action waa 
taken; 

Cumberland county, which Imd been 
raised 6 per cent, on lands nnd 10 per 
cent on town lota accepted Ita assess¬ 
ment This was made final. 

Livingston, which hud been raised S per 
cent on both lands and town lots was re¬ 
duced to a 2 per cent, raise.

Clark county, which hod been raised 8 
per cent on land and town lota was re¬ 
duced to the original assessment. 

Christian county, which had been raised 
10 per cent, on botli land and town lota, 
was reduced.

The committee believe* that during the 
two weeks of the exposition It will be 
able to disseminate a vast amount of In¬ 
formation about the proposed institution 
to people not only In Louisville, but all 
over the State. 

It te intended to decorate the booth 
appropriately, and to have chairs and ta¬ 
bles. so that the weary visitor to the 
big show can walk In and rest. Lltei- 
ature on the Lincoln Institute will be 
at hand and facts about the plans of tht 
commHters tn charge of Its establish¬ 
ment will b« set forth in that and by 
posters. As it ts believed that 200.00U 
people will attend the exposition, and will 
ctorn#* from every section of Kentucky. 
Interest not only In the work of rslslng 
money with which tp establish the school, 
but in the permanent work which K la 
Intended to do will be aroused. 

Kentucky, as a whole, ha* been called 
on to help establish the Lincoln Insti¬ 
tute. and word was received by C. C. 
Stoll, chairman of the local committee, 
yesterday to the effect that a representa¬ 
tive of Berea College, which Is trustee 
for the Institute until Its establishment 
Is to be In the western part of the Stai«- 
durlng the next few weeks, tolling about 
the work thMl has been done, and the 
plan* which are afoot to secure for Ken¬ 
tucky an institution which will give In¬ 
dustrial and normal training to negme*. 
and whlcli to start with will have funds 
amounting to nearly $450,000. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 7.—(Special J—De¬ 
claring that the bringing of such a suit 
in this county wa* without authority and 
unheard ot. Judge Robert L. Stout. In the 
Franklin Circuit Court, this afternoon dis¬ 
missed for want of Jurisdiction the suit 
of the <Y>mmonwealth for u*e and benefit 
of tho city of Louisville and the City of 
Lx>uteville against J. Hunter Ross and the 
Fidelity and Deposit Company of Mary¬ 
land. The petition was dismissed on a 
special demurrer filed by Arthur M. Ben- 
singer. of Louisville, who. with Mr Ross, 
was In court this morning, ^layion J. 
Blakey, City Attorney of Louisville, who 
bled the suit, failed to appear, either 
Monday, when the case waa set for argu¬ 
ment. or lo-day, when it was finally de- 
cldoHl. Judge Stout asked where Mr. 
Blakey was and w aa told that preaumatuy 
the City Attorney wo* so busy in Louis¬ 
ville that he was unable to appear. 

The City Attorney brought the suit In 
the Franklin Circuit Court to recover 
from Mr Rosa money alleg'd to be in 
excess of the legal >alary which he te 
entitled to, and te said to be only a polit¬ 
ical move. Mr. Biakry brought the suit 
here because, it is *ald. he charged that 
lie could not get a fair trlai in Lotusvllle, 
atul the bringing of the suit here te re¬ 
garded a* a redaction on the Louisville 
Judge*. The Republican administration 
in Louisville i a trying to make Mr Ros* 
return to the city fev# which he ha* col¬ 
lected os Bond Recorder of the city, »1- 
leglng Ural he te entitled to only a certain 
fixed salary and not to fee*. Mr. Ross 
admit* collecting the freo. but insist* that 
b© has a right to them, as other bond re¬ 
corders collected and kept the fee* of the 
office.

Overlook* Suit. 

Mr Blakey seems to have overlooked 
hte suit here, a* he failed to appear here 
on Monday when the case was called Mr. 
Bensinger. representing Mr Horn, tiled a 
demurrer to the jurisdiction, claiming that 
Die suit should have been brought tn 
Ixmlsvltle. Nobody appeared for ihe 
plaintiffs In the suit, and Judge Stout 
passed the case until to-dsy in order to 
give the City Attorney of Louisville a 
chance to present his side of the case a: d 
explain why the suit waa brought hero. 

When the rose was called this morning 
Mr Blakey was absent again and no ex¬ 
planation wax offered a* to why he was 
not present to present hte side of tho 
case Mr. Bensinger renewed hte motion 
that the suit be dismissed for want of 
Jurisdiction, and Judge .Stout promptly 
sustained the demurrer. In dismissing tn# I 
suit Judge Stout said: 

"The bringing of such a suit here Is 
without pret.frdent or t-xcuse. I do not 
understand why this court was selected 
to bring the suit tn. and this court box n • 
Jurisdiction wrhat*.»*vcr under any posa¬ 
ble construction of the law "

Just about what the depos¬ 
its are in one hank In Winchester, * con¬ 
tinued Mr. Garner "The onlj' way we 
can reach these personal possessions te 
by ikhtnf 4he assessment on lands This 
automatically raises tilo assessment on 
personalty." 

The board said this morning that they 
might change their minds about Louis- 
vilie when the facts are presented to 
them, as they dn not ptvtend to know 
whether or not they have fixed the raise 
at the proper figure The raise of 6 per 
cent, te tentative only, and the Interested 
taxpayers of Louisville can present argu¬ 
ments In favor of leaving the assessment 
at the figures turned tn by the assoeaor. 

If the board is shown that the assessment 
has been fair the ratee will be taken off. 
but proof will have to be produced. 

Clark county waa up before the board 
to-day and many taxpayers of that coun¬ 
ty were before the board argulug against 
the raise which has been made tenta¬ 
tively.

COL JEROME HILL DIES 

SUDDENLY AT MEMPHIS. 


Memphis. Tenn.. April 7—Col. Jerome 
Hill, widely known thremghout the South, 
died suddenly early to-day. at hte apart¬ 
ments at the Gnyoso Hotel, from heiLrt 
disease.

Well, because when a vast num¬ 
ber or the population want tho law 
broken tht officer© find It convenient not 
to enforce »t. You can put what in¬ 
terpretation you choose ou the word 
convenient, only, as a matter of cotirae. 
«ruoh a state of aff&rs helps to make 
the way to graft easy." 

It has been the pica of some South¬ 
erners that prohibition la neoeasary to 
prevent the dissipation of the negroes, 
but Mr. L&mbright dent hi that It has 
had this result. “I can t dlwver that 
It has had any appreciable effect,“ he 
aays. “Under prohibition the negro pays 
more for his liquor and finds it harder 
to got. but he gets it and there you are! 
As to the rest, when the county goes 
dry the liquor trade tends to increase 
in the big Okies, which rvurp the mone¬ 
tary benefit of the ramlthig concentra¬ 
tion. To illustrate in a way what I've 
bpcii saying, when Georgia went dry a 
year ago last January the number of 
liquor dealers and saloona In Jackson¬ 
ville began to Increase. In Jacksonville 
to-day there are 113 deaUrs. each pay¬ 
ing that city $1,000 a year revenue How’ 
do 1 explain It? Georgia wanted the 
liquor wiiioh had been denied her by 
fiat, as it were, and Jacksonville opened 
a number of so-called umM -order or 
'tug houses’ to ship out aorkxulB of the 
Muff by express to supply tho trade. 
The result Is that there la just a© much 
liquor consumed as ever, only It is pro- 
cured in & different way'. I don’t know 
that it ta procured m a different way 
altogether, ell her, for in Savannah they 
are defying the law* and selling intoxi- 
cants openly There lias been some talk 
of emAlIng troops to that disobedient 
city, but 1 don't know that tho pres¬ 
ence of ttie soldiers W’ould make any 
difference, for you can't enforce a law 
that Is a dead letters according to pub¬ 
lic opinion." 

Noting the suceewful subterfuge of 
“near beer." and how the real article 
is sold under that pretext, he adds: 

“What Is true In Georgia and Florida 
will apply !n one shape or another to the 
rest of the dry 8outhern 8tatc*. All that 
h*i come out of the prohibit ion move¬ 
ment, according to my notion. Is subter¬ 
fuge. deceit and under hamlvd dealing. 
What effect It Is having on public morals 
1 leave you to Imagine" 

HI# conclusion is eminently fair to 
the piMhlte tionJsts. “If." he believes, "we 
arc actually to overcome the harmful 
results of the Uquor traffic It seems to 
me that It must be done by educating 
public opinion In the evil effects 
wrought by liquor. So far as prohibi¬ 
tion has been a big step In that direc¬ 
tion. I think It lias boon valuable—so 
far and no further 

U does not seem to occur to him. 
ho we v or, livat this problematic indirect 
virtue of prohibition la more than off¬ 
set by Its tendciveyno aggravate men 
to drink simply because they’ resent the 
assumption of other men to deny them 
the right to drink, to say nothing of 
ifoe demoralisation of public morals it 
work* and the mischievous passions it 
arouses.

The Now York Tribune, for whose 
opinions the Courier-Journal entertains 
entire respect, should euro Itself. If St 
non. of a tendency to look at everything 
through the green goggles of party in 
terewt and spirit. 

Strictly speaking, ube Tariff ought 
not to be a party question. Since thotv 
are persons calling themselves Demo¬ 
crats. wtho. though they profess to ab 
hor burglary a no not averse to sneak 
thieving—that Is Democrats demanding 
Protection for local commodities and 
Democrats who seek What advantage 
there may be In "IncAdenlal Protec 
tJon"—k might seem to bo bl-partisan. 
If not nonpartisan. Involving merely a 
sham battle between different kinds 
and degrees of loot among big grafters 
and little grafters. But per-contra, the 
Republican party, having elevated Pro- 
tootlonHsm to tbs dignity of a^ artlole 
of faith, using It cs at once a bludgeon 
and a shibboleth', and profiting greatly 
thereby, holds both the title-deeds and 
the copyrights. 

Long ag > Protectionism and Republic¬ 
anism thus become synonymous terms 
No mnn can be a Republican and not 
be a Protection!#! Just as no man can 
be a Protectionist and remain a Dem¬ 
ocrat. The anachronism of our pol¬ 
itic* is that there are trwiny Republic¬ 
ans who ought to be Democrats and 
many* Democrats who ought to be Re¬ 
publicans. Between the two parties 
there are of this sort of nondescripts 
enough If they could get together to 
moke a formidable third party. 

As Opportunists, however, the Re 
publican leaders have shown them¬ 
selves much cleverer than the Demo¬ 
cratic loaders. They pulled together 
under the banner of Protection a long 
time whilst we were pulling apart un¬ 
der the banner of Revenue Reform. 
Even now tho standpatters among 
them have the logic of tho situation. 
But under Roosevelt, forced to play pol¬ 
itics, they tolerate the new Taft Admin¬ 
istration—even Cummins and La Foll- 
ette—Just as we used to tolerate Ran 
d&li and Bamum, mainly because we 
could not help ourselves. Ultimately, if 
they stick to the law of their being, 
they will have to lick Taft into line, 
and get rid of the man from Iowa and 
the What-la-it from Wisconsin. BuL 
that Is a detail. It does not directly 
touch the floor wranglo over the Payne 
BUI. 

Just as the Wilson Bill was a false 
pretender—that Is a highly Protection¬ 
ist measure masquerading as a Reve¬ 
nue Reformer—is the Payne Bill a, false 
pretender, that is, an alleged Revenue 
Reformer, claiming to be a Protection¬ 
ist and demanding both Protectionist 
and Revenue Reform support. Some* 
body waa bound to be fooled by the 
Wilson Bill. Somebody is bound to be 
fooled by the Payne BllL Who Is It 
likely to be? 

Surely not the politicians. On either 
side they are playing for advantage. 
They play Indeed merely a game of 
blde-and-seek. It Is the taxpayers at 
large who will be fooled and mayb^ 
those of the “industries" that are too 
infantile" to know their true Interest, 
or that overreach themselves. 

The half-breed Democrats will go 
home and make their case. The half- 
breed Republicans will go home and 
make their case. The mystifications of 
the Tariff m&ke the task easy in each 
instance. Until parties are born again 
we shall have this same old see-saw of 
tergiversation and lying among the pol¬ 
iticians—

Meanwhile the specially preferred en¬ 
terprises, strong enough to keep a 
Lobby at Washington, will go on piling 
up abnormal riches in a few hands, 
whilst many greater interests of the 
country will cling to a phantom that, 
claiming to protect them. In reality ob¬ 
structs their healthy growth. 

W« are saying this not as a partisan 
but aa an Economist. We do not mean 
to exalt the Democrats, or affront the 
Republicans. The Government has no 
right in equity or law to levy and col¬ 
lect a dollar of taxation except for Its 
own support. Fovorltism therefore in 
taxation is robbery under the forms of 
law. Asking a duty of five per cent, 
as a concession to our Infant Industries 
a hundred years ago, the advocates of a 
Protective Tariff demand now from 
fifty to a hundred per cent as "a pro¬ 
tection to American labor." In other 
words, anything to throw dust In the 
eyes of the people and to get vot^es. 
Tlie result is that never at any time 
have the customs duties reached so high 
an average as they do now. From tho 
tiny beginning of five per cenL In revo¬ 
lutionary days, the protected Interests 
have gradually been able to Increase 
the bonier against Imports from other 
countries, until the average is ten and 
twenty times as high as was thought 
needful by the early legislators for the 
development of American manufac¬ 
tures. , 

And those duties will go on increas¬ 
ing with every whack Congress gets at 
them until we elect a Congress which 
will take the Tariff as it stands, the 
most magntficont scheme of spoliation 


the world has ever seen, and make a 
bonfire of It; burn it up. rump and 
stump; every schedule, every classifica¬ 
tion, each clause, line and Item; and, 
having done this, proceed to make : 
Tariff not to exceed ten, or fifteen com 
modifies apart from the Internal taxes 
purely revenue In their operations; and 
as we have said, we may not expect 
this until parties are born again. 

But sooner, or later. It will be done 
whenever the political leaders of tho 
future have the wisdom, the integrity 
and the courage to deal honestly by the 
question and the people.

Heat Ion of ancient history ns told by 
the organs of the Protective Tariff. 

The New York Tribune finds a will¬ 
ing and a congenial second In the staid 
old Boston Advertiser. They are too 
gal lam to make faces at the Star-eyed 
One, or to call her names. But they 
glibly reoafi the campaign of 1892 and 
what followed Its triumphant return of 
the Democrats to powwr upon a plat¬ 
form which denounced “Republican 
protection as a fraud, a robbery of the 
great majority of the American people 
for the benefit of the few," which de 
clam] it “a fundamental principle of 
the Democratic party that the Federal 
Government has noConstitutional-pow' 
er to Impose and collect Tariff duty ex¬ 
cept for the purpose* of revenue only," 
and which, In concJuelon. demanded 
that “such taxes shall b^ limited to tho 
necessities of the Government when 
honestly and economically adminis¬ 
tered." 

To honest and thoughtful Democrats 
what happened is one of the not least 
regrettable might-have-beens of a his¬ 
tory teeming with lost opportunities. 

The Democratic party had only to re¬ 
deem the pledge it gave the country in 
1893 to be In power to-day. The Cou¬ 
rier-Journal urgently, both late and 
early, entreated the Democratic leaders 
to redeem It When the Wilson Bill 
was finally completed, we showed Its 
manifest shortcomings and foretold all 
that happened to it. It w'as a distinct 
repudiation of the Platform adopted by 
the Chicago Convention of 1892, and as 
distinct an embodiment of the Tariff 
plank which by a nearly two-thinis 
vote that Convention had thrown out.

The election 
of Carlisle over Randali made one 
cycle of progress. The Cleveland mes¬ 
sage of 188? made another. The pro¬ 
ceedings of the Convention of 1892 
made a third. In the election of Mr. 
Cleveland the country adjusted Itself 
to what It believed the Inevitable. It 
took us at our word. And now you 
propose to open Pandora's box of Pro¬ 
tectionism and let all the birds of prey 
fly out to distort your counsels, to 
mystify your debates and to defeat 
our professed ends." 

"But, w’hat would you do?" 

“I would, after the enabling clause, 
write In & straight scale of simple rev¬ 
enue duties about an inch in length 
and In^Atnount just enough to meet the 
estimates, and demand Its passage." 

How many votes do you think you 
would get?" 

"More at the close than at the be¬ 
ginning. But, perhaps, not enough. 
That would bring the question directly 
home to the people. Not a Democratic 
recalcitrant w ould get back to the next 
House. We w r ould sweep the country. 
As It is, we shall discredit ourselves 
and get nothing but obloquy and dis¬ 
sension. Your Blit is not worth the 
paper it is printed on. It puts a defeat 
upon twenty years of successful work

W<U. it «lld It mado ait entering 
wedge for Free Silver; It sounded the 
slogans of factlonism; it drove uh from 
power and kept us out; and. finally, it 
laid foundation for the present spec¬ 
tacle of political mongrelism among 
those calling themselves Democrats, 
which cuts us off from the advantage 
not only of party discipline, but party 
Integrity. In a word, the Republicans 
have made more out of the Tariff both 
ways—coming and going—than we

The Court and the Commission. 

In deciding that the Kentucky Rail¬ 
road Commission is without authority to 
establish railroad rates “by the whole¬ 
sale" for the railroads within the Btate 
the Supreme Court adds another !m 
portant ruling to Its series relating to 
the law and current corporate admin 
1st ration. 

The people of the United 8tatcs have 
become rather accustomed to public ef¬ 
forts to regulate corporations, especial 
ly railroad corporations, and they have 
seen the agitation run Jrom one ex¬ 
treme to another. In the 80s the agita¬ 
tion was prevalent, but then it was 
conservative In spirit, and there re¬ 
sulted the act establishing the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Com ml si son—an act 
which wus out of tho question fifty 
years ago. when the railroads covered 
a limited territory and were not strong 
enough to dominate the commercial 
and financial world. Tho agitation of 
the past five years was. on the other 
hand, anything but conservative. Cer¬ 
tain railroads. In league with certain 
enormous Industrial concerns, had been 
guilty of great abuses, sometimes In 
the form of rebates for favorites and 
sometimes of actual conspiracies to de¬ 
stroy. 

This latter-day agitation led not only 
to the enactment of a new Interstate 
commerce law*, know n ns the Hepburn 
act, but It stirred IndlvhhiHl States Into 
action. Right and left laws were 
passed restricting the railroads in their 
operations by making them more and 
more subject to State supervision. In 
Alabama It was enacted that If a rqJl- 
rond In contesting a State law' should 
undertake to appeal to a Federal court 
the company’s franchise would bo au¬ 
tomatically revoked by the very act of 
making such an appeal. In Texas. 
North Carolina and elsewhere tho legis¬ 
lation proceeded along radical lines, 
some States going so far as to reduoe 
rates by legislation. The railroads be¬ 
came a favorite target of political at¬ 
tack. Demagogues used them for meat. 
They were placed on the defensive aa 
few other Interests have yver been 
placed. Their officers feared for the 
existence of their respective companies. 
Now', the order of the Kentucky Rail¬ 
road Commission reducing the rates of 
Kentucky lines pretty generally was 
Issued in the midst of the agitation, al¬ 
though tho commission was not Itself a 
product ofV nor was the order directly 
sprung from lL The order was aimed 
rather to place Louisville on a more 
level footing, as far as freight rates 
were concerned, with her Ohio neigh¬ 
bor and competitor, Cincinnati. In ex¬ 
amining the schedule# It seemed as If 
the shade the better of it should be 
taken away from a city that la, like 
Louisville, an Ohio River gateway. 
From the opinion of the Supreme Court 
it appears .that In attempting to make 
a sweeping readjustment of the rail¬ 
road tariffs and a general cut In rates 
the commission exceeded Its power. 
The constitutionality of the law, which 
was raised by the railroads, was not 
considered by the court, for it was not 
necessary to proceed to that phase of 
the controversy to reach a conclusion. 
Tho court simply confined Its consider¬ 
ation of the cose to the text of the 
Kentucky statute, the McChord law. 
By the terms of this statute the court 
found that the State Commission could 
only take up for remedial action a spe¬ 
cific complaint of an unreasonable rate 
and in the formal process prescribed 
undertake to give the shipper relief. In 
other words, there waa not placed in 
the hands of the commission absolute 
right of life and death over the rail¬ 
roads; there was not bestowed upon It 
complete domination over the rate- 
making In Kentucky; there was left In 
tho railroads themselves the rate-mak¬ 
ing power, and only after a proper 
hoaxing could the commission endeavor 
to relieve from an overcharge, the com¬ 
mission having rather the character of 
a court to hoar and Judge a grievance 
than a supreme and absolute dictator 
over all railroad matters. 

The Supreme Court thus marks a 
plain difference between a commission 
having ail the power of complete owiv- 
enehVp and one that represents the 
friendly arm of the State In extending 
help to the supplicant for relief from 
railroad unfalmes*. it Is a well-defined 
distinction. It is a distinction, too. 
w'hlch exists between two schools of 
thought on the general subject 
of State regulation of the rail¬ 
roads. one school maintaining that 
the railroads should be completely 
under the control of the State 
and the other kudutlng that, 4m view of 
the prlvaito ownership, there should be 
exercised Just so muoh State super¬ 
vision as is necewmry to safeguard the 
public from abuses, it t* a db°tlncdon 
which will kmg be observed, moreover. 
The first sdhaol of thought wus qa:t« 
prominent In the United States from 
three to five years ago. arid tho very 
extremism of some of the agitator* arid 
wme of the law* of that timo caused 
the react km in public semimevit which 
hi responsible for the prevalence of the 
latter school of thought at present. 
There are now even persons who so 
regret fbe reoom agitation as to be will¬ 
ing to go to the hist extremity of oom- 


*^vul l sin Mr. Harriman obrservtw 
the trend toward conservatism 
Tams is manifesting it. Other 
Stall* needing railroad* and the 
development which railroads can bring 
about assume an attitude of friendliness 
toward railroad capital. In the hope 
that it may lose the timidity produced 
by the ami-railroad hurricane of recent 
years and come forward to build, em 
ploy, create industry and growth. 

It Is not likely, though, that the 
latest reaction will ever lead to entire 
freedom for the rail roods from some 
governmental agency. There will al¬ 
ways be hereafter some regulative In¬ 
strument. however great or little its 
power, to look after. the interests of 
the public, and tlsere should be—but 
without palemallsm. usurpation of 
rights and^demagugy. 

The wise definition and use of that 
power ie the greaf thing—it is the great 
thing which to-day is receiving the at¬ 
tention of publicists oral courts.. Be¬ 
fore the problem Is permanently sot 
tied many existing laws w-lli be revised 
and many clarifying decisions will be 
handed down by the aotrrLs In general 
and the Supreme Court In particular. 
Tlie present decision U simply another 
light to blaxon the way to the final j 
tattoo.

‘THAT THIEVING TARIFF.” 


“Pride, Principle and Pluck/* 

“I owe my success In the walking 
line," says Edward Ptyson Weston 
starting out at seventy'one on hi* 
pedestrian trip across the continent, 
“to just three things. They are pride, 
principle and pluck. If you haven’t 
any of these, don’t try any real long 
walking." 

It’s a great trio, an admirable equip¬ 
ment, a guarantee of auccess; its po¬ 
tentialities ore not confined to feats 
of physical endurance, and It may fit 
a man as well for life’s pilgrimage as 
for a transcontinental jaunt. The av¬ 
erage man of seventy-one or sixty-one, 
for that matter, If he should walk fifty 
miles in a day would hand down the 
record of his exploit as an Imperish¬ 
able legacy to his remotest descend 
ants—ho would, moreover, bore his 
friends to death with the recital of a 
test before which the far-famed horse¬ 
back ride of President Roosevelt would 
appear but a commonplace. But Wes¬ 
ton Is progressing along at a gait 
which averages, day in and day out, 
forty-five miles; on all sorts of roads 
other than good, and under conditions 
of weather moderately described a* 
detestable. He Is ahead of his sched¬ 
ule. a sort of habit finds It hahfi 
to lose, and his confidence that he will 
establish a record Is as strong os at 
the start. 

Just about forty years ago his fa¬ 
mous walk from Portland, Me., to Chi¬ 
cago, a distance of 1,326 miles, was 
accomplished In twenty-four days, 

twenty-two hours and forty minutes; 
it inaugurated a craze for pedestrian- 
ism. and was followed at Irregular In¬ 
tervals by various other feats of which 
a persistent hammering at the one- 
hundred-mile record within the twenty- 
^ our* r*>* A| d i*‘. a n^vv stand

minutes. But what is perhaps the 
most amazing proof of the veteran’s 
vitality Is that a little more than 
a year ago he repeated his Portland 
and Chicago performance, beating his 
own time forty-one hours; though 
lifetime had elapsed between the two 
journeys he had lost nothing of his 
pluck or of his pride. 

As to his principles, they may be 
epitomised in the statement that he 
Is convinced that nothing keeps a man 
young like walking, and that the best 
way to take care of yourself is to taka 
all the walking exercise obtainable. He 
doe* not train, believing that training 
creates an artificial condition and Is 
followed by a dangerous reaction; 
walking Is his panucea, all but his re¬ 
ligion; It Is good, he says, for every¬ 
thing except a broken leg. 

It Is an odd coincidence which brings 
together In one season the Marathon 
craze and the renewed interest in long¬ 
distance tramps; of the two the lat¬ 
ter is the more deserving. Moat of 
us walk too little, some of us not at 
all, oblivious of the fact that nothing 
U so restful nor so thought stimulat¬ 
ing as a long, tiring walk. 

Gov. Willson last year was explicit 
In announcing that he would pardon 
any man In Kentucky who committed 
a homicide in protecting himself or his 
property from the night riders, and for 
this lie has been pretty generally ap¬ 
proved by the law-respecting element 
of the State. It has been notorious that 
In some sections the local authorities 
have been much more eager to prose¬ 
cute men who resisted the night riders 
than they have been to prosecute night 
riders, and these authorities have been 
bitter In criticising the Governor. If 
they can afford to make such criticism 
the Governor certainly can afford to 
stand It.

Yet Cal 
Wiitterson runs the rLk r* being con¬ 
sidered an Incurable optimiwt when he 
holds that tho DemocratIc party of to¬ 
day could be bound to rueh a pro¬ 
gramme*. Even In the halcyon days of 
the Missouri-KcmucJcy school, when it 
largely controlled the policy of the par¬ 
ty In Congress and wrote Democratic 
national plat form*. Its thiorie* were 
always thrust aside when. It came to 
drawing or passing; a tariff bill. Col 
Wotteraon murt remember hi? own ex¬ 
perience-in 1892. As a delegate to the 
Democratic Natl anal Convention of th«u 
year he labored euccveetfully to defeat 
the Incorporation in the national pint- 
form of a resolution »fraddllng the tar¬ 
iff Isnu*. That resolution was prepared 
by Mr. Cleveland's managers and was 
It doreed by tho Platform Committee, of 
which William F. Vilas was chairman, 
Mr. WatUvson supported a tariff-for- 
revenue-only substitute, which read as 
follows: 

“We denounce Republican protection 
as a fraud—a robbery' of the great ma¬ 
jority of the American people for the 
benefit of tho few. We declnre It to be 
a fundamental principle of tho Demo¬ 
cratic party that the Federal Govern- 
nent ho* no constitutional* power to 
Impose and collect tariff duties, except 
for the purposes of revenue only, ar.d 
we demand that the collection of #uoh 
taxes shall be limited to the noc.:-esitle* 
of the Government when honestly and 
economically administered." 

Tho substitute waa adopted over the 
prole#* of tho Cleveland mnnagera, 
Whwi Mr. Cleveland wrote hi* letter 
or ’epyng the n.omUuUlon for the Pres- 
kJcncy h* indicated hi« gissekt from the 
p’at form’s tnrff declaration/ and when 
a Democretlc Congress sittesnpted In 
1894 to revise tho McKinley tariff the 
tariff-for-re vrnu^-only theory* was 
abandoned without an apology. Mr. 
Wilson went In for specialties* like free 
row motori;tls and taxed manufacturers, 
and even left refined sugar unraxed, al¬ 
though sugar ha# airways bean eonrid- 
ered on ideal import on wh/Vh to raise 
revenue. In tha Wilson-Gorinan act, 
wl. there was absolutely no 
recognition of the platform principle 
that no tariff duties should be laid ex 
oept for revenue purposes. 

Can. Ool. Wstteim hope for a larg¬ 
er measure of consistency and harmony 
now. when a considerable element In 
tho Democratic party is clamoring for 
protection, as such, to l*3cal Interests? 
It would add to tbe g&yety of polities 
hi the Houso of Rep resent at I vns if Col.

While it has been apparent for a long 
time that Americans generally believe 
In protection to American labor as a 
national policy. It appear* that the 
opinion Is not wholly unanimous. One 
Henry Watterson. of Louisville, Ken 
tucky, who is reputed to be the otf^er 
of an© of the most luxurious mint 
farms of this continent, still holds out 
against the other 79,999.999 inhabitants 
of the United States. Editor Watter- 
gon, with a frown of defiance toward 
the remainder of this nation, declare* 
that “Protection is only another name 
for robbery'. The pretense that tho 
country has prospennl because of It 1* 
a Ue out of whole cloth. The country' 
has prospered In spite of it. American 
fruitage is so diversified and vast, 
American energies are so resistless. 
American ingenuities arc so resource¬ 
ful. that nothing could impede our 
course onward and upward." This 
reads well In print, and the country 
once heard a good deal of talk along 
the same lines. That was prior to 
1894. 

Mr. Watterson takes no stock in th^ 
policy of protection. He glories in his 
disbelief. He feels that the protected 
manufacturer Is a modern survival «>f 
the robber Imron of mediaeval times 
In his opinion the “high tariff makes 
high prices for the favored manufac¬ 
turers. high cost to the consuming 
masses. Wages have no relation to 
tariffs, but turn everywhere and al¬ 
ways upon the laws of supply and de¬ 
mand. The country would be just n* 
great and prosperous if we had had 
free trade the last fifty years, with a 
more equal distribution of It* wealth, 
as it is to-day. The ultimate effect of 
protection has Ih?c« to pile up mam¬ 
moth fortunes In a single section and 
an exclusive class, at once the father 
and mother of monopoly and the wet- 
nurse of trusts and trustisni." Thl- 
is a crushing Indictment, lndevd. Yet 
tho Democratic Congressmen from tho 


revenue duties so simple that every 
voter may be able to compute to a 
dollar what tax lie has to puy through 
the customhouses. Not u schedulo or 
classification should be allowed to sur¬ 
vive. Every schedule In an Intrench- 
nvnt of privilege. Every classification 
Is a rifie-ptt from which the malefac¬ 
tors of predatory wealth fire upon the 
masse* or the people. A single tariff 
line embracing ten or twenty separate 
item* I* all that is wanted, and when¬ 
ever this Is offered the country and 
fairly explained to the voter* they will 
order it." 

Tho country recalls some sentiments 
of this nature from Mr. Watterson at 
least once before, In the memory' of this 
generation. That wa* tbe time the 
tariff of 1894 was bring put In shape. 
It was not such a simple piece of leg¬ 
islation as the Louisville editor now 
advocates, but It was modeled largely 
by men who looked upon protection a* 
a national crime. From 1894 to 189* 
the country endured the \VU*on*Gor- 
rmin tariff. If the id»»ti waa to make 
tbe people feel the results of tariff tax¬ 
ation, the expedient must have suc¬ 
ceeded. for at the first opportunity the 
people arose In their might and made 
*hort work of tlie Democratic party, 
which w’as responsible for the bill. 
Then followed the period of recon¬ 
struction In the Democratic party. Mr. 
Watterson evidently declines to be re¬ 
constructed. He has taken the oath 
of allegiance to Bryan, but with some 
mental reservations, perhaps. If he* is 
anxious to convert Democratic protec¬ 
tionists to his viewrf, he might as well 
repair to Congress. He will find plenty 
of profit Ion 1st s sitting complacently 
on the Democratic Mde.

Mr. Watterson practically declares 
that the Denvjcr&tic party is to bkun- 
for the fastening of the protective pol¬ 
icy upon the country* not that the 
Democratic party ad\uc*Ued tho pro¬ 
tective policy, but because it failed to 
stand united against It. “Strip the 9>- 
site of all confusion arxl surplusage and 
submit it to the people pure and sim¬ 
ple, and the Republican party coukl 
not surwve through a smgle national 
campaign." he say a. He harks back to 
the tariff history of thirty year* ago. 
and reviews the record of the Demo¬ 
cratic party upon the tariff from that 
time to Uika The Democrat# then In 
Congress upon ilia tariff issue were not 
Democrats at all. but faithful helpors 
of live Republican#, a ftitufetum which 
haw continued as to Lite tariff damn to 
the presetkt day. Thirty year* ago Mr. 
Randall was the Democratic loader fcn 
Congress and he betrayed the true 
principle* of the party then, aa. Mr. 
Fitzgerald <hd but a few day* ago In 
tho Wilson bill in 1893 the Democratic 
party tlirow away -in# golden opportun¬ 
ity to become the ruling power of the 
country'. That bill “preserved all the 
complication# of the protective system." 
and Its off eel was to throw away “an 
edmmUccicU campaign extending over 
twenty-five year*, replete with inspira¬ 
tion as well a# instruction." 

Tlie united adoption or the principles 
H® n ry Watterson would 
probably give the Democratic party the 
next House of Representatives. The 
country ha# been some years domAnding 
a revision of the tariff which shall give 
it relief from the intolerable burdens 
that the protective system has im¬ 
posed. It seems very' clear that no real 
relief will be afforded by the Payne bill 
or any modification of it that the Sen¬ 
ate may make. Special business inter¬ 
ests are clearly in control. If the mi¬ 
nority In the House of Re present at Ire# 
were to unite in a demand for a bill for 
revenue only, it would be able to con¬ 
duct a campaign of education which 
would In all probability make It the ma¬ 
jority party in the House two year# 
from now. 

But thu Democratic partv In Con¬ 
gress appears to be hopelessly divided. 
It gives evidence of meriting the ram« 
criticism that Henry Watterson mad* 
of the Democrat# of Congress of thirty 
years ago—doing “more effective serv¬ 
ice for the Republicans than th«* Re- 
publtcans could do for themselves.” 
Many of its Individual member* are as 
clamorous for the protective principle 
as the most radical Republican protec¬ 
tionist. while a faction led bv Fitzger¬ 
ald appear* to be taking It# orders from 
one J. G Cannon.

REPEATED BY FITZGERALDS 
WIDOW IN COURT. 

Told Her That Mfui Who Shot Him 
Was More To Be Pitied Than 
Censured. 


Jackson, Miss.. April 7.—T*he climnx In 
tb* prosrcutlon of the of the State 

versus William Soraby. charged with the 
murder of Charles Firsgerald at the 
Clinton depot September 29 last, wo* 
£t*‘*hed tbls afternoon when the wftUow of 
Sor shy's Victim, wearing the deepest 
mourning and bordering on collapse, was 
assisted to the witness stand and told the 
Jury of the last moments w'lfh her hus¬ 
band 

Mrs Fitzgerald was asked, hr Cltlof 
Counsel MtUor. the attorney employed bv 
the United State* Government to .tssist 
In tho prosecution, to tell the Jury what 
hapnrned when her husband wax brought 
to the sanitarium the night of his death. 

Her greeting was: *‘Oh. Charlio. what 
wretch did this?** His reply was: "Don't 
Judge him too harahlv; he Is more to he 
pitied than censured/* 

Mr Fitzgerald had requested the others 
In the room to retire so that he could 
have a private talk with her. He then 
told her of having found 8oraby*s ac¬ 
counts Incorrect on Monday; he had re¬ 
mained In Clinton at 8orsby*» request so 
that they could go over the hooks again 
to a«* If he made a mistake. Next morn¬ 
ing KUzgfrahl came to the bank und se¬ 
cured $126. which the cashier sold had 
been left there that morning by Soraby. 
He and Soraby returned to the post-oglce, 
Soraby appealing to him not to report the 
matter to the department. btP he told 
him lu» must, as It was his duty That 
evening 8orahy and FltxgeraJd went to 
the depot together, and. when the train 
pulled in. Fitzgerald started to hoard 
jx s he reached the step* Soraby request*J 
that they ehnke bonds. He had a grin In 
each hand and placed them on the plat¬ 
form to fhshe hand*. At that moment 
fiorabv shot him 

"That was my husband's statement to 
me," oald t n* witness 

"Be brave, mamma; try fb raise our 
boy* without malice/* he said, as t».e 
doctors rolled th» table Into the operating 
loom, ond he knew he was going to die." 
IP*re the witness almost cnllapsml. 

After he had been placed under anes¬ 
thetics, he said; "Poor, pot r boy; he 
didn't know he was killing Ills best 
friend.'* 

Other witnesses were examined during 
the afternoon, all being corroborative of 
the statement of the dying man, out given 
by Mrs. Fitzgerald. 

Soraby sat In the center of the room. 
Inside the railing, and was probxbly the 
most unaffected person In the house, ills 
eyes were fixed on the celling, and seldom. 
If ever, sought a level.

great Interest in both educational and 
commercial fields. All schools and uni¬ 
versities will be Interested In the educa¬ 
tional feature, while the mineral and 
timber exhibits will attract the atten 
tlon of the commercial world. Other com¬ 
mittees to be appointed will have to do 
with zoology, archaeology, founders and 
patrons and general scientific art

Mr. Freeman wm bom In Philadelphia, 
and when on Infant wa* brought by 
wagon train over the mountains to Pitts¬ 
burg. It bring the intention of the family 
to lorate in the South. By flatboat they 
startrd doom the river and stopped for a 
• Inv at Hteubonvllle, O.. this part of the 
programme being brought about by the 
boa: of the Freeman* striking a snag and 
partly sinking. After a stay of ono year 
at 8teubenvule the family located at 
Vevay. Ind 

After reaching manltood Mr. Freeman 
went to Illlnota, but forty years ago he 
located at Henrvvllle. He was a cat-pen 
ter. His 90th anniversary was celebrated 
with s family reunion. Among those pres¬ 
ent were seven grandchildren and six 
great grandchildren. Mr. Freeman Is sur¬ 
vived by one son. Ramey Freeman, with 
whom he made hi* home, and two daush¬ 
ier*. Miss Eliza Freeman, of Henry vllle. 
and Mrs. Ida Llewellyn, of Columbus, Ind. 

The funeral will be held thi# afternoon 
at the residence of Ramey Freeman and 
will be conducted by the Rev. Mr. Rule, of 
| Harrod * Creek. Kv 

To Erect Monument. 

Through, the efforts of the Ladiea* Me¬ 
morial Association of Charlestown. Ind.. 
the War Deportment ha* consented to 
erect a monument In tho Charlestown 
cemetery' over the grave of Charles 
Pierce, who was a soldier during the Rev¬ 
olutionary War. His last resting place 
lias boon unmarked for years and several 
effort* have been made to secure a 
(marker for his grave There are several 
other soldiers of tho revolution burled at 
Charlestown whose grave* are unmarked, 
but the record of their services to their 
country and their discharges cannot be 
sound. 

Pierce was a member of Capt. Adam 
Wheeler’s company in a regiment that 
was commanded by Col. Thomas Nixon 
He enlisted in Massachusetts in 1777 and 
was a brave soldier. He Anally located st 
Charlestown and in 1818 wa* granted a 
pension on account of the service* he had 
glv*n snd for a severe wound he sus¬ 
tained In battle. His death occurred In 
1835 and the body now rest* in what Is 
known as the New Town cemetery, snd 
there the monument will be erected The 
women woo have worked so faJthfuRy to 
secure the marker will still continue their 
efforts to And the records of other soldiers 
who fought fn the revolution.

If gar¬ 
bage cans are kepi covered, stables cl nan 
ana alleys free from rubbish the fly prob¬ 
lem w~d be nearer solution. Btables can 
b« kipT free from flies by the use of slac* 
Hum or diluted crude carbolic acid on the 
refuse pile. If an animal dies or Is killed 
the Health Department should be rioti- 
iled at once so that it can be removed. 

If these few simple instruction* are ear¬ 
ned out "Therv'li be no tiles on ix»uis-
